The postal arrangements that have been brought about are 
these, ‘here are to be two mails a day between Paris and 
London. “One mail isto leave London at half-past 11 in the 
morning, to arrive in Paris the following morning at halt-past 4 
o'clock ; this mail is to be conveyed vid Dover and Calais. The 
other mail is to leave London with the ordinary mails at half-past 
8 at night, and is to be conveyed vid Dover and Boulogne, and 
will reach Paris at half-past 10 the following morning. From 
Paris a mail will be dispatched daily at noon, to reach London at 
half-past 4 in the morning ; this is to come vid Calais and Dover. 
The other mail from Paris will leave at 7 o’clock in the evening, 
and reach London at half past 10 on the following morning ; this 
will be conveyed vid Boulogne and Dover.” 

his arrangement produces a saving of about eighteen hours as 
compared with the time now oceupied; but the improvement will 
not stop here. When M. Guizot begins to find the advantage of 
a quicker communication with the Due de Broglie, the pace of the 
railway will be accelerated. 

We have said the new railway is complete to within six miles of 
Bou'ogne.

engineerin; annals.” 


- Tr occurs at the forest of Hadelot. In the original plan it was in- 
tended to pass the forest by means of an open cutting, and the con- 
tractors commenced toe work; and having commenced, they disco- 
vered the extraordinary difficulty to which we refer, It had been ob 
served that the soil in the neigh»ourhood was extremely treacherous, 
and therefore great care had been taken to give the sides of the cut. 
ting tre necessary slope, tne average adopted being one to one and 
achalf, Even this great inclination was found to be insufficient to 
rotect thé line. The cutting had proceeded about fifty yards when 
it was discovered tha: with every shower of rain the banks literally 
disso!ved, and flowed down over the line, inundating it with liquid 
mud, if we may be allowed the expression. In some cases this ex- 
traordinary inundation was found to be five or six feet deep,” 


Our artist has endeavoured, in the annexed engraving, to ex- 
hibit this strange volcano in a state of eruption. It is a species of 
quicksand—or rather of quick-mud—of which we are not aware 
that geologists make any mention. But appalling as it is, the en- 
gineers of the South Eastern Railway Company have not been 
deterred from continuing the line. 


To proceed with such a determined opponent as this it was impos. 
sible, and it was therefore, says the reporter of the Morning 
Caronicle,” decid: d that a tunnel should be tried where the cutting 
was intended to te made, Our readers are donbtless acquainted 
with the nature of the construction of a tunnel. The miners work in 
chambers, and as the chambers are completed huge beams of wood 
are placed, as the arch is formed, to support the tunnel, Underneath 
this wooden arch another is built, upon which the brickwork of the 
tunnelis erected. From this faint deseription we shall be able to 
show how great are the difficul:iies which the contractors are now 
stroggtiug with atthe Hardelot tunnel, ‘The tunnel has proceeded 
aboac twenty yards, and the brickwork his been erected to that ex- 
tent. Such, however, is the great pressure on the upper wooden 
framework, that after the brickwork was constructed, it was found 
impossible to withdraw the framework, and therefore it was left over 
the brick structure. The under wooden frame-work was then with. 
drawn, when a portion of the tunnel, notwithstanding the upper 
frame, fellin, and the workmen are now engaged in jrepairing the 
fracture. ‘The pressure, however, is daily increasing,‘ and fresh 
beams of wood, of fourteen inches in thickness each way, have been 
placed usderneath the arch; and the extent of the pressure may be 
imagined when we state that in some cases these enormous beams, 
which are of elm, have been crushed together as though they were 
rotten, Although this pressure is so enormous, yet the depth from 
the roof of the tunnel to the surface of the ground is not great—not 
more than from thirty to forty feet. If the contractors succeed in 
getting through, it certainly will be a triumph of engineering skill; 
but as matters at present look, we are inclined to think that their 
success is doubt‘ul. Itis this little difficulty which alone prevents 
the entire opening of the line. But for this short tunnel of two or 
three hundred yards, the entire distance from Boulogne to Abbeville 
might have been opened to the publi next (this) week. At the 
Boulogne end of the line the gradients are heavy, the rise up to the 
tunnel being 1 in 125. The rails are sixty-four pounds to the yard, 
and the line is double for the entire distance.” 


We shall watch the progress of the enterprise with interest, and 
give our readers the earliest intimation of the result of the 
contractor’s endeavour. !

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS,—Monpay, Nov, 22, 

Their Lordships met at three o’clock, Lord Campbell, in the absence of the 
Lord Chancellor, presided The administration of the oaths to the peers wis 
proceeced with; their Lordships were sworn in groups varying from six to two 
or three in number, as they arrived. The number of peers who took the oaths 
and signed the Parliamentary Roll to-day was between forty and fifty, Their 
Lordships adjourned at five o'clock.

The Speaker sat at twelve o'clock to proceed with the swearing in of members, 
but hall-an-hour elapsed before the number of hon. gentlemen (forty) requisite 
to form a “house” were present. As soon as a house had been made, those 
members in attendance who had not already taken the oaths were sworn at the 
table. Not More tnan 140 members took the oaths during the sitting cf the 
House, Sir R. Peet omitted to bring with him the stateme:t of his qualitication 
‘Tne Right Hon. Genteman left the house somewhat hastily, and soon atier- 
wards returned with the requisite papers, which he delivered to the chief-c'erk, 
and having made the usual declaration that, to the best of his belief, he was daly 
qualified .o sitim Parhament, he conversed for a short time with the Speaker, 
and then retired. At four o'clock the House adjourned. f 

HOUSE OF LORDS.—.Turspay, Nov, 23, 

The public business of the first session of the tilteenth Imperial Parliament 
and the third summoned by her present Majesty, commenced to-day, and was 
opened by commission. Their Lordships met at two o'clock, and the Commons 
having been summoned, the Marquis of LANSDOWNE, as senior member of the 
commission, in the absence of the Lord Chancellor, read her Majesty's speech 
which will be found in another column. At five o’clock, the Earl of Suarres. 
BURY sat as denuty speaker, when the addre‘s in answer to the royal speech was 
moved by the Earl ot Yargorovon and seconded by Lord ELrainstong. Lord 
StanLey followed in a speech of considerable length, in the course of which he 
called upon ministers, with regard to Irciand, to throw themselves on their 
country, and on their political opponents, who would wiingly, laying aside all 
party spirit, ald and assist them in passing those measures which were required 
fur the salvation of that country. Hae approved of tae course taken by the Go- 
vernment in the assistance they had excended to the commercial community, 
which, had it been afforced sooner, would have been more effectual; but he gave 
them credit for victuing the law, for which te ente ned no doubt they required 
a bil of jademsity.—The Marquis of Lansvowne oefended tne policy pursved by | 
the Government, and was succeeded by Lord AsuBURTON, who consemped her 
Majesty's ministers for not having come to the deter mination of altering the pro- 
Visions of the Bank Charter Act. Lord BrouGnam was of opinion that the ex. 
isting state of things in Ireland could only be put an end to by the intervention 
ofthe strong arm of the law, and approved of the course taken by the Govern. 
ment in eailing Parliament together, The Noble; Lords who followed in the 
debate were, the Earls of Honen, FrrawittiaM, and Garey, when the address was |

proceeded mainly oft the state of Ireland, several members taking part therem, 
after which Mr. H. Gratran withdrew his amendment.—Mr. Herries pro- 
corded to address the House on the subject of the late proceedings between tha 
Government and the Bank, adverted to in the speech from the throne, but the 
CHANCELLOR of the EXCNEQUER declined offering any observations on the subject, 
until he should move for the committee of which he had given notice.—The 
address was then agreed to.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lord Jonn Russsut, in answer to Mr. Bankes, stated that the president of the 
new poor-law commission had notas yet been appointed, but would be shortly, 
when the fact would be duly announced to the House.—The CHANCELLOR of the 
EXCAEQUEK, in reply to Mr. Robinson, stated that the proposed inquiry with re- 
gard to the currency was not to be limited, but general, including all topics bear- 
ing on that question.—Mr. WARD, at the instance of Lord A. LENNOX, read a 
despatci, trom Sir Hamilton Seymour fully exculpating Admiral Sir Charles 
Napier from the charge brought against him in certain quarters of having availed 
himself ot his official position to recover arrears of pension due to him from the 
Portuguese government.—The [CHS NCELLOR of the Excueguer, in answer to 
Lord Guorce Bentinck, as to whether it was the intention of the Government 
to give any explanation to the House respecting the advice given to the authori- 
ties of the Bank of England to infringe the Bank Charter Act of 1844, said that 
personally he was quite prepared to do so, but in as much as the geveral under- 
standing was that the explanation was to be given on Tuesday, when a committee 
on the currency was to'be moved foryhe thought it would be acting untairly by 
the House, were he to open the question until that period arrived.— fhe question 
of bringing up the report on the addréss led'to a debate, which was opened by 
Mr. B. Osporne, followed by Lord G. Bentinck in a speech on the state of the 
nation, and in condemnation of free trade.—Lord J. RusseLL, in reply to Mr. 
Osnorng, stated that it was the intention of the Government to bring in a Bill to 
facilitate the sale of incumbered estates in Ireland. A measure would also be 
brought forward for the amendment of the grand jury laws ; and another, which 
had received the most anxious consideration of the Gover.ment, would be intro- 
duced relative to that d'thcult subject the relations between landlord and tenant. 
He trusted this announcement would prove that the Government had something 
else thau coercion in their minds, which he always had thought, and still con- 
sidered would be, a mistaken policy, The Noble Lord then proceeded to answer 
the speech of Lord George Bentinck.—After some observations from Mr. ROBIN- 
son, Mr, Hume, Mr. G. BANKES, Mr. Lanoucuene, Mr, NEWDEGATE, and Mr, 
F. Scorr, the report was received, anu the address was ordered to be presented 
to her Majesty.

Upon Monday last, the 
plaintiff having employed a bailiff, named John Hazleton, ascertained 
that Felix Linn, the defendant, was in Pomeroy. Linn heard this, 
and remained in Pomeroy until Tuesday mornivg ; inthe meantime 
sending out for his four brothers to escort him home. They arrived, 
on ‘Tuesday morning, in Pomeroy, armed with pistols, swords, and 
bayonets. The Linns sailed from Dr. Mooney’s keeping Felix, the 
defendant, in the centre. The bailiff, Hazleton, and the plaintiff, 
with assistants, followed, and the bailiff succeeded in touching with 
his stick the body of Feiix Linn, and pronounced him his prisoner, 
The plaintiff, Peter M*Guone, then rushed forward to assist, when 
he was fired at by Felix, and shot in the face, but not seriously, 
They struggled together, but ultimately M‘Guone secured him. Îi 
the meantime, the bailiff was closed in upon by the brothers, Michael, 
John, Peter, and Pat, and received from one of them, Michael, a 
stab in the right side by a bayonet. He staggered, and, in the con- 
fusion, the three brothers escaped, Felix and John were arrested. 
l'he coroner's Jury have returned a verdict of murder against 
Michael; and, as aiders and abettors, Felix, John, Pat, and Peter. 

Loxcrorn, — On Thursday week, a shot was fired close to the 
drawing-room windows of the Rey. Gould Butson, and next morn- 
ing a ‘Terry Alt notice was found fastened, by means of a broken 
pen-knife blade, to the hall door, threatening Mr, Butson with death - 
if he did not dismiss his steward and bailif’; and the Jatter with 
death, if he did not leave Mr. Butson’s service in four days, It is 
ouly two years since a former steward, in the employment of Mr. 
Butson, was murdered. 

Liscasir. — An inquest was held last week in Liscab!e, near 
Nn-Stewart, on the body of a man named John M‘Laughlin, who 
was found dead in a glen near a bye-way leading to his own house, on 
the morning of Tuesday last. One of the witnesses examined at the 
inquest was proceeding to Nn-Stewart early on the morning of Tues- 
day, and heard the deceased calling for help and moaning, but neither 
went to his assistance nor gave any alarm to the neighbours until he 
was returning from Nn-Stewart, when upon examination the unfor- 
tunate man was found dead, The inquest was adjourned. 

Lurcanoy. — An inquest was held a few days ago before William 
O. Orr, Esq., coroner, in Lurgaboy, in the neighbourhood of Gortin, 
on the body of Anne Donnelly, ‘a child of twelve years old. ‘The 
following verdict was returned : — “ ‘That the deceased, Anne Don- 
neliy, was found dead on the strand at the river edge, in the townland 
of Culdaff, on the morning of Saturday, the 31st ult., between twelve 
and one o'clock, but whether drowned by accident or otherwise, we 
cannot (from the evidence) determine; but we are of opinion that the 
mother, Catherine Donnelly, was in the habit of treating said child in an 
unnatural and cruel manner,”

A mixed train, which 
left Paris on Friday, stopped at the bridge, when it was overtaken 
and suuck by a single engine returning to the depot at Orleans, 
Twelve or fifteen persons are said to have been more or less 
seriously injured. Three of the injured persons have suffered 
amputation, and the injuries sustained by the others will, it is feared, 
be mortal. 

Hotnorn Unton,—At the weekly meeting of the board of guar- 
dians held at the board-roomin Gray’s Inn Lane on the 17th inst., it 
was resolved, on the motion of Mr. S. Pearson, an intelligent and 
active guardian of the upper liberty, that the salaries of the several 
medical cflicers of the union should be increased, viz. that of Mr.

is supposed he lodges, ;

The above advertisement drove Mr. Price to his wits: —it forced him, for a 
time, to refrain from the circulation, and for some months put a total stop to it. 
The next lotier; season ‘he:recommenced his schemes, and Mr. Patch asain 
came forth with all his secret eclat, notwithstanding every scheme that ingenuity 
could devise to detect them had been practised. 

In the preceding part ofthis narrative, we mentioned that Mr. Price had no 
artner, no person to whom he intrusted any branch of the business of forging a 
ank note ; we mean by that, that he employed no mechanic to assist him; but a 

contident he most assuredly had, and a female, who was selected for the business 
with as much wisdom as he discovered sagacity in his projects. Tt is no less ex- 
traordinary than true, that this confidante was his own wife’s aunt, by the mo- 
ther’s side, with whom he had had a long ard perfect intimacy previous to his 
marriage with Mrs. Price. Her name is Pounteney ; and he carried on the con- 
Lection to the day of his death, j 

Having made choice of this woman as an assistant, his Pppararug netni all 
rrady, he began his operations, living then at Paddington with Mrs. Price, whom 
he went to nightly, and having lodgings also near Portland Place, where he 
daily visited her aunt, and where all the utensils for his undertakings were con- 
cealed, Every thing being thus prepared, his next and chief scheme was a ne- 
gociator; for this his wits were set to work, and he procured one in the 
following manner. 

Previous to the commencement of the lottery for the year 1780, Mr. Price put 
an advertisement into the * Daily Advertiser,” in which he required a servant 
who had been used to live with a single gentleman, and the direction was to 
“ C.C, Marlborough toffee House, Broad Street, Carnaby Marke:.” An honest 
young man, and who then lived with a musical instrument maker in the Strand, 
whose name for very obvious reasons we keep secret, not being much wanted by 
his master, and having been desired by that master to look into the papers for a 
place, happened to read Mr. Price’s advertisement, and accordingly sent a letter 
to the Marlborough Coffee House, as directed. He heard nothing further of this 
for a week, when one evening, just as it was dusk, a coachman inquired for the 
man who had answered the advertisement, saying there was a gentleman over 
the way in a coach wanted to speak with him. On this, the young fellow was 
called, and went to the coach, where he was desired to step in. ‘There he saw 
an apparently old man, atteéting the foreigner, gouty, wrapped up with five or six 
yards of flannel avout his tegs, a camblet surtout buttoned up over his chin, close 
to his mouth, a Jarge pateh over his left eye, and every part of his face 80 hid, 
that the young fellow could not see any part of it but bis nose, right eve, and a 
small part ot that check. To carry on the deception still better, Mr. Price 
thought proper to place the man on his left side, on which eye the patch was, s9 
that the old gentleman could take an askance look at tnaryonnig man with his 
right eye, and then discover only a very small portion indeed of bis face, He ap- 
peared by this disguise to be between sixty and seventy years of age; and after- 
wards, when the man saw him standing, not much under six feet high, owing to 
boots or shoes with heels very little less than four inches. Added to this decep- 
tion, he was so buttoned up and straightenéd as to appear perfectly lank. 

To this person, whose christian name was Samuel, Mr. Price affected great 
age, bodily infirmity, and an hectic cough, with a disability of almost getting out 
ofthe coach. Samuel having been thus seated by the side of Mr. Price, was told 
he was not wanted by him, Pricr, but as an under servant to a young nobleman 
of great fortune, under age, and then in the country, naming Bedtordshire, to 
whom he was, and had been some years, guardian. Price then began to ey as 
into the particulars of Samuel’s life, of wnich being informed, and tinding him a 
a young fellow fit for the purpose, honest and ingenuous, talked to him about 
wages, and Samuel inquired if he was to be in livery or not. To this Mr. Price 
replied that he could not really tell, for the young nobleman was a very whimsi- 
cal character, and that was a circumstance which might be settied hereafter, Lo 
carry on the farce, he desired Samuel to call his master to the coach to give him 
a character, which being done, aud the gentleman giving him su h a oue as Price 
pretended to approve of, a bargain was struck tor 18s. pee week, and a direction 
given to call on Mr, Brank, Price's assumed name, at No. 39. ‘Titchtield Street, 
Oxtord Street, . 

Pursuant to the appointment, which was the second or third evening after, 
Samuel went to No, 39., and there saw this guardian of a minor nobieman, and 
whom Samuel was to serve, by waiting on Mr Brank, There Price resumed his 
discourse respecting his ward, the whimsicalness of his character, the provigality 
of his ways, and the hard task he had to prevent him from squandering his money 
away, especially ia dabbling with those deceitful allurances, called lottery tickets, 
but that, although he was a guardian to the nobleman, be was still obliged to 
comply with those whims, against his own inclination, and in opposition to all 
advice and remonstrance, Old Brank talked of the happy prospect for Samuel 
by serving such a master, and Samuel talked of his clothes, whether livery or 
not, It was concluded, however, that for the present he should procure a drab 
coat, turned up with red, till the nobleman’s p'easure was known, or he came to 
town. 

But here is a circumstance worth regarding. Samuel was ordered to get the 
clothes at his own charge, and make out his bill; the former he did, but the latter 
was useless, as the reade wille soon perceive; and this conduct exactly corre- 
sponded with Price’s cnaracter, who was known never to part with a shilling out 
ot ene haud till he had half-a-crown for it in the other. Samuel boughc the 
clothes, and was never repaid what he paid for them, A circumstance must be 

observed here, also; Samuel was placea on the left side of the old gentleman, 
where the patch, during the whole of his conversati n, was on Samuel’s right 
_ and thereby Samuel could never see the right side of the old gentleman’s 
‘ace. 

Samuel having taken his leave of the old gentleman, was ordered to ‘come 
again in the evening of the first day of the drawing of the lottery, which was in 
the year 1780; Mr. Price also pretended that he seldom went to the nobleman's 
town house of an evening, and therefore, in order to avoid giving Samuel unne- 
cessary trouble, he was ordered to come to the same place, On that evening Sa- 
muel punctually attended, and then Mr. Price pulled out'a variety of papers, 
letters, &c., and told Samuel he had received orders from the thoughtless young 
nobleman to purchase lottery tickets, asa venture against his coming to town, 
avd in that business he meant to employ Samuel. For this purpose he produced 
some seeming bank notes, aud gave Samuel two notes, one of 207 and the other 
of 402, He also directed Samuel to take the numbers and dates of the notes on 
a piece of paper, for fear of losing them, and to go to a lottery office in the Hay- 
Market, and with the one of 202, to purchase an eight guinea chance; from 
thence he was to go to the corner of Bridge Street, Westminster, to buy another 
out of the 402, note, and wait at the door of the Parliament Street Cotfee House 
til Mr, Brank came to him. With these notes and data Samuel west to the 
Haymarket and bought the eight guinea chance with a 20/, note, pursuant to 
directions, and was going to ths Parliament Street Csffee*House to meet his 
master, when, from the opposite side of the way, he was hailed by him, compli- 
Mented on his speed, aud informed that he had been so guliek that he, Brank, 
had not nad time to get to the Parliament Street Coffee House, He was inter- 
rogated if he had made the purchases, and replying in the affirmative, he was 
again commended tor his diligence. Brank also enquired if any mistake had 
happened; and all this with a deal of coughing, imuecility of speech, and 
feig: ed accent, 

We forgot to mentien, that when Samuel received the notes, hefreceived also as 
many canvas bags as he was ordered to buy shares, or chances, and to put every 
distinet thare, and the balance coming out of each note, into a separate bag, for 
fear, as his master said the chance of one office might be confused with the 
chance of another, aud Samuel thereby puzzled to know where he had bought 
the ailferent chances; as by such confus'on or forgetfulness it might not be re- 
coilecied where to apply to, in case of a fortunate number. 

Mr. Brack having then obtained the chances and ‘balances, Samuel was or- 


dered to go to Goodluck’s at Charing Cross, from thence to King Street, Co- | 


vent Garden, York Street, Covent Garden, and purchase some smail shares and 
vhauces, and to meet his master at the City Cotfee House, Cheapside. To all 
these places Samuel went, bought his numbers, and changed Lis notes; and 
going along York Street his master called to him from a coach, pretended he was 
fortunate in thus seeing him, made Samuel step in, got the produce of the 
forgery, and d'ove away to the city. 
„dn their way thither Brank applauded his new servant's dispatch, and gave him 
sore notes, to the amount of 4004 with instructions to purchase a variety ot 
shares and Chances at different offices about the Exchange; and oirected him, as 
berore, to put the chances belonging to each ottice in a separate bag. Samuel 
having got out of the co.ch in Cheapside, left his employer in the carriage, and 
executed his commissions with punctualiry aud success; he then returned, 
agreeable to his orders, to the City Coffee house, where he had waited but a few 
minutes before Mr. Brank came hobbling up to him, and took him into a coach 
that was waiting hard by. Brank then began complaining of his health and his 
infirmities, observing that the fatigues of business bad kept him longer than he 
expected; but warned Samuel to Le always exceeding y punctual. In the cours 
ot their journey to the end of Long Acre, where the coachman was ordered to 
drive, Brank endeavoured to amuse his poor deluded servant with many reflec- 
tions on the improper coudnet of his ward, and with flattering promises for his 
attention and fidelity ; and at the time of parting with him even put a guinea 
into his hand; but whether it was given with ajudicious deign, or whether it was 
in consequence Of a momentary Impulse of generosity, for having been fortunate 
enough to transmute bis paper into gold, we will not positively deters ine, 
though a toleranle opinion may be formed trom this fact, that it was the only 
Money poor Sim ever was paid, although he had then obtained cash, or other 
valid securities, to the amount of fourteen hundred pounds, on those forged 
Notes, and had expended seven pounds for his master’s use, On parting in Long 
Acre, Sain was ordered to be in waiting, a few days af erwards, at his old lodg 
Inge jn the Strand, As this plan was the routine of Sam’s employment, it will 
ieee necessary now to inform our readers, that, whenever Samuel went into 
eiat a woman, Unobsersed by him, always walked in, at thejsame time looked

guise in case of any accidental discovery, so that if necessity required it, he was 
instantly shifted from Brank to Price, and thereby Samuel rendered incapable of 
saying, * That was the man that had employed him.” 

In the practice of these frauds he continued for six years, during 
which time it is supposed he must have robbed the public of nearly 
40,000, At length he was taken, and feeling his case hopeless, com- 
mitted suicide before trial. 
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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

France,—The Paris journals and despatches of Tuesday, instead 
of news, are full of speculation and arguments on the events and 
politics of Switzerland. ‘I'he embassy to the court of ‘Turin held by 
Count Mortier, has been given to M, Napoleon Duchatel, the 
brother of the minister of the interior, It is known that M. Guizot 
has long resisted this appointment. The president of the council 
has, however, seen reason to grant what the mere minister of 
foreign affairs had long refused. 

Srain.— From Madrid our {accounts are of the 15th inst. ‘Ihey 
detail the ceremonies of the opening of the Cortes, and convey the 
speech of the Queen, which is not much more communicative than 
such discourses generally are. It states, however, that the negotia- 
tions with the court of Rome were going on favourably towards their 
termination. The Queen appeared depressed and melancholy, and, 
contrary to former precedent, received not a single cheer on her way 
to or from the church. Her august mother was not, however, 
treated with similar indifference Everywhere on her passage she 
was greeted with cries of execration, 

‘The Madrid jourvals of the 17th inst, contain no political news of 
any moment. he Moderado party had also prevailed, by large 
majorities, in the selection of the Vice- Presidents and Secretaries of 
the Chamber of Deputies. M. Mon, on taking the chair on the 
16th, had thanked the Chamber for the honour conferred on him, 
and expressed the hope that the Cortes would give fresh proof of the 
“prudence and wisdom they had always displayed in critical circum- 
stances.” On the 17th, the Chamber assembled, and two Ministerial 
Bills were read, one for authorising the Government to continue the 
collection of the taxes, and the other for the better maintenance of 
publicorder. In the Senate nothing worth noticing took place. The 
committee of Mcderado Deputies selected to inquire into M. Sala- 
manca’s financial operations were proceeding with the investigation, 
and the most influential members seemed anxious for the impeach- 
ment of the ex- Minister of Finances, According to the Eco del 
Comercio, the Union Bank may soon resume its payments 

Bercium, — Ít will be recollected that about two months ago the 
sister and two female servants of M. Evenepoel (the agent of the 
Count de Merode) were found horribly murdered in his house, situ- 
ated on the Place St. Gery, the oldest part of Brussels. A large 
quantity of very valuable articles, and a large sum of money, were 
carried off by the assassins. In consequence of disciosures the 
police arrested two individuals at Brussels on suspicion of being the 
authors of the triple murder. ‘They were subjected to a close ex- 
amination of five hours, and at the termination of it one of the 
prisoners made a full avowal of his crime, lt appeared that this in- 
dividual occupied in one of the suburbs of Brussels a house belonging 
to the sister of M. Evenepoel, and that having fallen into arrears of 
rent he communicated his embarrassments to his accomplice, who 
suggested to him the murder and robbery. It was subsequently 
agreed that the former should proceed in the evening to the house of 
M. Evenepoel, at a time in which it was known he was seldom or 
ever at home; that after being admitted he should ask Malle. Evene- 
poel for a delay of a few days to pay his rent; that in a few minutes 
after his entering the house his accomplice should ring at the door 
and request to speak to Mdlle, Evenepoel, and that ihe two should 
then proceed to murder the inmates and rob the establishment, ‘This 
plan was duly carried out sod too well succeeded, ‘I'he individual 
who was in arrears of rent succeeded in obtaining an interview with 
Mdile. Evenepoel, and re adily obtained his request, ‘The applicant, 
according to his statement, being moved by her goodness, was about 
to leave the house when the fatal ring at the bell was heard. Ee and 
his accomplice then returned to Mdlle Kvenepoel’s apartment, who 
eagerly inquired the cause of the second visit. One of the mur- 
derers replied, “ We have come to pay you your rent immediately,” 
and thereupon struck her a violent biow on the head with an iron 
instrament which he had concealed under his coat. T'he unfortunate 
lady fell senseless, and was instantly dispatched by having her throat 
cut, without having been able to give the slightest alarn. One of 
the miscreants then proceeded to the room where the two female 
servants were sitting, and struck them both furiously on the head, 
repeating the blows till they feli dead. Both assassins then cut the 
throats of the two girls, in order to make sure that they were des- 
patched, They then commenced pillaging the house of all its port. 
able valuables, some of which they immediately sold, and the re- 
mainder they conveyed to Bruges, where they buried them in a 
garden, ‘The discovery of the murderers has created the most lively 
satisfaction in Brussels. |

THE CURRENCY AND THE CONVENING OF 
PARLIAMENT. 

We live in the day of eccentricities —- parliament has been con- 
vened expressly to grant a bill of indemnity to the Government 
and the Bank of England for an arranged departure from the 
terms of the Monetary Act of 1844; and the whole topic of 
debate on the first day of the session turned upon the state of Ire- 
land, and the probability of another loan being required; but in 
the House of Commons up rise the Secretary for Ireland and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, at a late hour in the evening, telling 
the House that neither will a loan or advance to Ireland be re- 
quired, nor any bill of indemnity, for, says Sir Charles Wood, 
“the Bank Charter Act has not been departed from. The mere 
indication that the thing could be done, if necessary, has, it is 
suid, served to restore confidence; the untying of the valves has 
saved the explosion of the boiler—that is all. Perish national 
industry, perish commerce, so that the Act of 1844 be saved. : 

The bankrupteies of traders are reduced in Englaud and W ales 
to forty or fifty per week; the daily embarrassments 1n the city 
and the provinces do not transpire; the balance sheets, showing 
the effects of property cruelly depreciated by suspensions of pay- 
ment, do not display themselves in the “ Times;” and therefore 
it is concluded, in high quarters, that the mischief is over, that 
confidence is restored. But not so fast, we say ; wait awhile and 
let us calculate the numbers east and west, north and south, that 
have ceased to be employed. The banking firm in Downing 
Street have addressed their copartners in usury inj Threadneedle 
Sireet, withdrawing the letter of license under which a participa- 
tion of profit was stipulated, and we shall soon see what will be 
the result. i 

Of course the Threadneedle Street branch, now enjoying all the 
benefit, will be content, Little more than half eight per cent. will 
surely suffice for them, and for a time we expect to see the rate 
of interest falling towards that level. Ten millions of bullion, 
however obtained, with the large usurious interest enjoyed, have 
enabled purchases of specie at a high rate, and a reserve of yee 
of five millions—one million only, be it remembered, above what is 
absolutely necessary for actual safety, in the hands of the parent 
establishment and its provincial branches—must indicate wealth 
indeed! 
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This arrant trifling with the monetary affairs of a great empire 
is comparable only to the conduet of the men in parliament, to 
which we have before adverted. If the Bank Charter Act had 
not been infringed, and if no loan were required for Ireland, for 
what, we ask, was parliament convened ? Why were the mem- 
bers brought inconveniently from all parts of the United King- 
dom; and why was a chaldron of over-boiling wrath invited from 
Treland to interfere with the happy homes and healthful pursuits 
of our senators in this season of the ycar? 

The fact is, as we have before intimated, that the present go- 
vernment is made up of such incongruous and impracticable 
materials, that it never can be predicted one month before 
what will happen the next. The history of a Whig administration 
in all periods has been a chapter of accidents; the issue of which 
no man could foretell. 

Lord Stanley and Lord Ashburton, in the House of Lords, 
shivered to fragments all the concocted sophistries of the Adminis- 
tration about the preservation of the Bank Charter Act; and there 
can be little doubt that, struggle as may its advocates, it is doomed 
to the “ tomb of the Capulets.” 

The House of Commons, composed as it is of such heterogeneous 
elements, is in no good condition to deliberate on so abstruse a 
question as Currency; it was occupied almost wholly with that 
portion of the Address which related to Ireland, and practically 
afforded the Chancellor of the Exchequer another week in which 
to collect the Russian gold ; in which to complete the contract 
by which this country shall be bound hand and foot from a future 
defence of Turkey against the aggression of the Czar; and in 
which to exhibit such an accumulation of bullion and of notes not 
issued, as to induce the members of that house to hold off until the 
resuming of parliament after Christmas, when the dishonour of our 
country, in its bullion insanity, shall be finally and irrevocably 
consummated, 

The present dodge of the Administration is to avoid present 
inquiry on the ground of indemnity, and instead, to entertain the 
House of Commons with a promise of inquiry into the operation 
of the Bank Charter Act of 1844. This proposed inquiry would 
necessarily occupy some months after its commencement—wou!d 
keep the manufacturing, commercial, and railway capitalists under 
the iron hoofs of the money power ; and the committee being no- 
minated by the ministerial majority, would of course consist mainly

THE PRIZE CARTOONS. 

It will be fresh in the recollection: of most of our readers, that 
soon after the exhibition in Westminster Hall of the 140 designs for 
the d:corations of the New Houses of Parliament, Messrs, Longman 
and Co, announced their intention of publishing lithographic draw- 
ings of the eleven cartoons which obtained the Government pre- 
miums of 2,000/. 'T'hat intention has now been most worthily ful- 
filled; aud a copy of this interesting memento of what British art 
can achieve, under the combined stimulus of patriotism and the hope 
of reward, is now before us, 

We are under no apprehension of the imputation of partiality, in 
expressing our belief in the superiority of the copies over the origina’s, 
Whether it may have been that the latter were seen under a disad- 
vantageous light, and circumstances of discomfort to the spectator, or 
that the rough touches intended fur special effect when viewed at a 
distance, appeared coarse and inartistic upon a close inspection, we 
are not prepared to say. It may be that all these facts combined to 
tender the recollection of the gigantic cartoons less agreeable than 
the impression produced by the reduced ccpies. In the latter there 
is no requirement of taste unfulfilled, Grandeur is not so much 
the effect of size as of proportion; hence the boldness and magni- 
ficence of subjects treated on several feet of surface are not abated 
by the more limited dimensions of the lithographic sheet; while the 
method of preparing the latter admits of a delicacy of tone and a 
softness of touch which would be incompatible with the purposes to 
be attained in a picture intended for exhibition in a spacious arena. 

The subjects of the eleven cartoons are —‘ ‘lhe Invasion of 
Britain,” by Armitage; “ Caractacus,” by Watts; the “ Trial by 
Jury,” by Cope; “St. Augustine preaching to Ethelbert and Bertha 
his Christian Queen,” by Horsley; ‘Townseud’s “ Fight for the 
Bezcon;” + Joseph of ` Arimathea converting the Britons,” by 
Parris; “ Boadicea haranguing the Iceni,” by Selous; Bell’s 
“ Cardinal Bourchier urging the Dowager Queen of Edward IV. to 
give up from the Sanctuary the Duke of York;” Frost’s “Una 
alarmed by Satyrs; ” “ Alfred submitting his Code of Laws for the 
Approval of the Witon,” by Bridges; and “ Kleanor saving the Life 
of her Husband by sucking the Poison from the Wound in his Arm,” 
by Severn, 

Considered as a group of historical pictures alone, without refer- 
ence to their suitableness as decorations of the House of Peers, these 
drawings are deserving of a distinguished place in the library or 
on the drawing-room table of every Englishman who loves to trace 
the progress of civilisation to its earliest sources. “ T'he Invasion 
of britain” suggests no humiliating reflections ; for the defence was 
magnificent, and the issue, though fatal to British independence, 
advanced the cause of human enlightenment, “ Fhe First Trial by 
Jury ” is an evidence of early wisdom which the experience of suc- 
ceeding ages has ratified. “ St. Augustine's Preaching” involves a 
glorious tiibute to woman's accessibility to the voice of truth; and, 
by the way, this picture is, to our thinking, the most charming of the 
very beautiful and interesting collection. The countenance of 
Bertha and the expression of Mtheibert are superb studies, Of equal 
interest are the pictures of the lofty Caractacus, the devoted Eleanor, 
and the envrge:ic Boadicea. 'T'hese are proud memorials of British 
worth, which the patriot may contemplate with honest satisfaction, 
apart from the pleasure derivable from the several degrees of artistic 
merit displayed in their execution, We trust that there is not a 
school in the empire into which these cartoons will not find admis- 
sion, as a pictorial series of great general interest connected with the 
history of England, and illustrative of some of its leading incidents 
and events, 

The reduced drawings, which we may observe are upon the scale 
of one inch and a half to the foot, have been executed by the Messrs, 
Linnell, in the best style of lithography, and with this advantage to 
some of the authors of the cartoons, that, bating the difference in 
their several outlines, all are here brought to the same level of ex- 
cellence. ‘The fortunate holders of the highest premiums will be 
constrained to admit that their works have been copied with rigid 
fidelity ; while those artists to whom minor premiums were awarded, 
cannot hesitate to allow that the lithograpler has materially improved 
their labours.

LAW. 

Queen’s BENCH. — Tue QUEEN v. Lananze.—Imrontant DECI- 
ston. — In this case, Mr. Lananze, a stock-broker in Dublin, was 
indicted under the act 9 Geo, IV. chap. 55, for embezzling certain 
valuable securities entrusted to him for investment. ‘The case was 
tried in last term, and was briefly this; — Mr, Clayton Browne, of 
Carlow, had been left by his uncie a sum of 10,000/ in 34 per cent, 
stocks. He employed Mr. Lananze as his broker to transfer them 
to his name. Mr. Lananze, under the allegation that a power of 
attorney to him was necessary as a preliminary, obtained such power 
fiom wir, Browne, and under that authority withdrew the whole 
amount, which he applied to his own use. For this he was indicted, 
and having been found guilty, a motion in arrest of judgment was 
made and set down for argument this term. Messrs. Butt, Q.C., 
and Napier, Q.C., were heard on Friday last for the defendant; 
Messrs. Brewster, Q. C., and M*Donagh, Q. C., forthe crown. The 
points re ied on were — first, that * stock” was not a “ valuable secu- 
rity” within the meaning of the statute; secondly, that under the 
peculiar words of the act it was necessary in the indictment to have 
negatived the exceptions contained in the section immediately follow- 
ing that upon which the indictment had been found; thirdly, that 
the special purpose for which the stock had been given to the de- 
fendant was too vaguely s:ated in the indictment, and no judgment 
could be founded on it; and the fourth was a modificauon of the 
same objection, Judgment was given to-day, when the court ruled 
unanimously in favour of the points raised, and arrest of judgment 
was ordered accordingly. 

Wesrainsren Country Court. — Moone v. Horne AND Co, — 
Liauiney or Raiway Canntens. — This was an action against 
Messrs. Horne and Co., the well-known carriers, for damages sus- 
tained by the breakage of glass entrusted to their care, and booked at 
their oflice, the Golden Cross, Charing Cross, for safe delivery to 
Chichester. ‘The plaintiff proved the payment of 2d. for booking, 
and the sound condition of the goods when delivered at the Golden 
Cross, as well as the damaged state in which they reached the hands 
of the consignee. He admitted, however, that he gave special direc- 
tious to have the parcel forwarded by the Brighton Railway, and 
Moreover, that he directed it to be entrusted to a particular carrier at 
the Chichester station, for delivery in the town of Chichester. Mr, 
Horne denied bis licbility, stating the very great importance that he 
and his partners attached to the decision of the case. He proved that 
the oflice at Charing Cross was used as a booking-office for the 
Brighton Railway Company. They (Horne and Co. ) merely tosk 
the fees for booking parcels, which parcels were afierwards removed 


‘dispensable, and he candidly believed 
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at the expense and on the responsibility of the company from tho 
Golden Cross to their station at New Crogs, to bé thence forwarded 
to their destination. ‘Tne sate delivery of the parcel in question to 
the custody of the Brighton Railway Company having been proved, 
the learned judge was of opinion that the proper parties to be sued 
were the London and Brighton Railway Company. It was quite 
clear that, upon delivering the parcel into the hands of the carrier, 
the booking-office keepers’ responsibili:y ceased. (Gilbert v. Dale, 
6 Alderson and Ellis, 542.) ‘There was no evidence to show that 
Horne and Co. were common carriers, and therefore they could not 
be held liable, (Upton v. Clark, 2 Carrington and Payne, 598.) If 
Mr. Moore should choose to proceed against the railway company, 
he could now do so without travelling out of that district, for Mr. 
Horne’s evidence showed that they had a place of business in West. 
minster, The plaintiff should, however, consider whether his chance 
of succeeding in an action might not be affected by his having unduly 
interfered in directing a parucular mode of conveyance from the 
terminus into the town of Chichester, and jt would questionless be 
difficult to prove in whose custody the goods were when the damage 
accrued. ‘The plaintiff was nonsuited, 

Centrar CRIMINAL Court.—Tuesday morning was specially ap- 
pointed for the trial of a number of persons, some of whom are in 
custody, and others are at liberty upon recognisances, for conspiring 
to obtain property to a large amount from different tradesmen. Mr. 
Bodkin, who appeared for the Prosecution, intimated that he was 
ready to proceed with the trial, and three of the defendants were 
placcd at the bar, and three others, named Curssell, Luke, and 
Seager, were called upon to surrender, but no answer was given. 
Mr. Bodkin suggested that, as it would be inconvenient to go on 
with the case unless all the defendants were present, probably the 
court would dispose of a short case In order to give time for the par- 
ties to surrender, The recorder said he should not allow the conve- 
nience of persons under recognisance to appear to be consulted. It 
was their duty to surrender, and if they did not do so, their recogni- 
sances should be estreated. He had done all that lay in his power to 
stop the system that had prevailed of parties choosing their own time 
to come in and take their trial, and thereby put the court to consider- 
able inconvenience and the county to great expense. In the present 
instance he should direct the recognisances to be estreated into the 
exchequer, and he would take care that a representation should be 
made in the proper quarter to prevent this from being a mere matter 
of form. 

Punenotocy,—A lad named Ward, 17 years of age, who possessed 
a most ill-looking countenance, and a short, thickset frame, on Tues- 
day pleaded guilty to stealing a watch and guard from his mother. 
The case was a somewhat singular one, A woman was on Monday 
convicted of stealing the very watch which the present prisoner to- 
day pleaded guilty of having stolen. Suspicions having arisen that 
the actual thief was the prisoner, he Was arrested, and his present 
plea showed that the woman Convicted was completely innocent of 
the crime imputed to her, She had been convicted chiefly on the 
evidence of the present prisoner s sister, who swore that she saw the 
woman take up the watch and putit in her bosom, The confession of 
the prisoner that he had taken the watch himself proved this evidence 
to be false, and the woman, who was having tea with the prisoner's 
family when it was missed, to have been wrongfully convicted, 
It appeared that the prisoner was aware of the conviction of the in- 
nocent woman, without having given himseif up to the police. The 
court was about to pronounce sentence upon him, when he desired 
to be allowed to speak, and said that when he was only a few wecks 
old his grandfather, who was a phrenologist, had predicted that he 
would be a thief, and he had in consequence always been treated as 
such. He had, therefore, come to the resolution ‘that the first thing 
he stole should be from his own family, He had accordingly taken 
the watch from his mother. After indulging in several coarse and 
unseemly allusions to his grandfather, the prisoner concluded his 
oration. The recorder then passed Sentence, saying that he consi- 
dered this a case in which the crime of felony had been aggravated 
in almost every possible way by.the spirit of ‘malice which dictated 
it, and the heartless way in which the prisoner had permitted an in- 
nocent person to be tried and convicted for a crime of w 
really guilty. To mark his sense of ih 
such a perscn to remain in the country, he should pass a sentence of 
seven years’ transportation. As the prisoner was removed from the 
dock, he said, with an impudent air, “ Thank you, my lord, for 
sending me out of the country; that’s just what I want. :

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LITERATURE. B 

History of the Bank of England, its Times and Traditions. By 
John Francis. 2 vols. Willoughby and Co., Amen Corner, London. 
The intrinsic excellence of this work would insure for it, at all times 
and seasons, the respectful attention of the public press. A subject 
not in itself universally attractive has been rendered extremely pala- 
table by the skill of the historian in discarding much dry financial 
detail, and enlarging, ina flowing and easy style, upon the events 
connected with the Bank, which are of a popular if not of a romantic 
character. We read the narrative as we read the most striking pas- 
sages of an old Annual Register, gathering valuable knowledge, 
while we reap pure entertainment. ; 

The appearance of the book is well timed. All eyes are turned 
at the present moment towards the Bank of England, because it is 
impossible that its charter of 1844 can be permitted to remain in- 
tact. The various questions of the relative value of a gold and 
paper currency, the limitations of issue, and the rites of legal dis- 
count are in course of discussion every where, and it is unbecoming 
in any man to be ignorant of their nature and merits, Mr, Francis 
teaches by experience. His facts stand in the place of homilies, and 
afford what the mere lecturer often anticipates, ample opportunity 
for free and unbiassed deductions, ; 

The episodes in the History of the Bank furnish by no means the 
least interesting portions of the book. The story of the Stock 
Exchange conspiracy for which Lord Cochrane so cruelly suffered ; 
the forgeries of Fauntleroy, Price, and others; the fraud of Robert 
Asilett, the Sacheverell riots, the bubble companies, &c. are all 
carefully included and told with spirit and impartiality. We could 
quote half the work without fearing to tire the reader. Our space, 
however, confines us to a solitary chapter, and we extract it because 
it is one of interest to humanity. 


Previous to the year 1819, the severity of that part of our penal code which 
awarded the punishment of death for forging or uttering forged notes, together 
with the defective nature of the paver, and the facility with which it was imitated, 
attracted the attention of scientific and benevolent men, who endeavoured, by 
writing and by declamation, to procure either an alteration of the law, or an im- 
provement in the note. The reluctance of juries to convict was evident so early 
as 1819, and from that period it continued to increase, The exactitude with 
which the Bank circulation was co vied, and the ease with which, therefore, it 
would deceive the intelligent as well as the illiterate, through the hands of the 
latter of whom the small notes principally circulated, was proved, to use the 
words of the Committee of the Socizty of Arts, by “the notorious fact, corro- 
borated by evidence produced at several recent trials, that forged notes have 
passed undetected through the scrutiny of the Bank inspectors,” 

The above committee entered into an investigation to ascertain whether there 
existed any means within the compass of the fine or the mechanical arts of in- 
creasing the ditticulty of imitation, and thus of checking the prevalence of crime. 

The conviction that some check was necessary grew more and more peremptory 
as the evils of the system were exposed. In fourteen years from the first issue of 
small notes, the number of convictions was centupled. In the ten first years of 
the present century, 101,6612, were refused payment on the plea of forgery, In 
the two years preceding the appointment of the commission directed by govern. 
Ment to inquire into thy facts connected with forging notes, nearly 60,000. were 
Presented, being an increase of 300 percent. In 1797, the entire cost of prose- 
cutions for forgeries was 15007 , and in the last three months of 1818 it was nearly 
20,0002. Sir Samuel Romilly said that “ pardons were sometimes found neces- 
sary; but few were granted except under circumstances of peculiar qualification 
and mitigation, He believed the sense and feeling of the people of Evgland were 
against the punishment of death for forgery. lt was clear the severity of the 
Punishment had not prevented the crimes. 

The Bank directors were blamed on all sides for their presumed apathy. 
Every person who had proposed a plan, and had it declined, joined the ery. 
Every disappointed adventurer, who had asked for Bank capital to carry out his 
operations, asserted that they had not inquired into the particulars, but had dis- 
missed an excellent proposal without due consideration, 

The publication of the truth in the report of the committee exonerated the 
establishment from charges which, if true, demanded attention, It has been 
already stated that one hundred and eight projects, regularly classified and ar- 
ranged, with specimens of the proposed originals, and successful imitations exe- 
cuted by the Bank engraver, were placed before the commissioners, who concurred 
in the opinion that neither of them could hare been advantageously carried into 
effect. Seventy varieties of paper were shown, in which every alteration recom- 
mended had been tried ; while in some instances the directors had furnished to 
the proprietors the pecuniary means of carrying their ideas inio effect. It has 
been seen that the result of the inquiry was, that in July, 1820, an act of Parlia- 
ment received the royal assent, for the further prevention of forging and coun- 
terfeiting bank paper, In it the note was described, and the exclusive privilege 
of using this plan was grauted to the Bank. By the same act the governor and 
compaby were authorised to engrave the signatures on the notes, instead of 
signing them, as heretofore ; a privilege, however, of which they have not found 
it convenient to avail themselves. 

What one man can engrave another can imitate, and the evil continued, 
although from the return to cash payments, and the diminution of small notes, 
the forgeries also diminished. ‘Che greatest minds in England had been em- 
ployed in attempting to alter the mischievous nature ofthe law. The names of 
Sir Samuel Romilly and Sir James Mackintosh—men who lived before their 
time, and who can only be fully honoured by posterity—stand proudly and pro. 
mineutly in the van of improvement, They vied without witnessing the accom. 
plishments of the object to which much of their energy and intellect had been de- 
voted. But since that period the world has moved «nward in the great march of 
Civilisation. Much has been realised that our forefathers believed to be imprac- 
ticable, It has been discovered that many things which were looked upon with 
an almost religious veneration as unalterable tacts, were unalterable fallacies. 

e are beginning to discover that cleanliness is a vast assistance to morality ; 
that education 1s the right of the poor as well as the privilege of the rich. We 
have found out that to prevent a crime is better than to punish it; we have dis- 
covered, too, and it has penetrated to our commercial hearts, that it will not cost 
less to teach a man to be g00d than to punish him for being bad. 

But this was not the case even a quarter of a century ago. Men were hung in 
strings. Monday mornings witnessed a waste of human life‘alike horrifying and 
disgraceful, Prosecutions increased ; enormous expenses were incurred; “ ex- 
amples were made,” to use the cant of the period ; and what was the result ? 
The crime continued. From one or two mauufactories issued most, if not all, 
the forged notes which were in circulation ; and the manufacturer of thousands 
remained unscathed while the issuer of one was hung. They were sold to igno- 
rant, uneducated, and almost irresponsible men for a few shillings in the pound ; 
and there were always a sufficient humber, urged by want, desire, or vice, to run 
the risk which accompanied their circulation, While only such as these were 
punished, the great mass of the public Jooked upon their deaths as virtuous 
atonements ; and thought that an occasional blood-letting was as good for a na- 
tion as for an individual, But when a gentleman, an educated mau, or a banker 
was found in danger of the same punishment, the morbid sympathy of the people 
was excited; the Perreaus, the Dodds, the Rylands, and the bFauntleroys were 
looked upon as the porcelain compared with the common clay, and every exertion 
made to save them from their doom. Thank God, that since then we have dig. 
Covered a man in fustian feels as much as a gentleman in broadcloth — that death 
is as difficult to the hardfaring as to the luxurious man—and that the vicious poor 
has as deep ties, as warm affections, as strong sympathies wherewith to make 
death dreadful as the vicious rich man, It has been found that the punishment 
of the crime does not fall solely upon the criminal, but that the agony of parting, 
and the despair of the fatal moment, is shared by the parent, the wife, the child, 
and falls with an equal, and certainly with a more enduring force, upon the head 
of the survivor, who bears the agony, the ignominy, and the shame withous 
having per icipated in the guilt. 

And wh» shall say how many have been unjustly deprived of life, and how 
many have left families behind them unprotected, Unlaught, and compelled 
cither to follow the fatal footsteps of their parents, or to starve ! 

The press generally, throughout the period, bore manful testimony to the evil, 
The * Edinburgh Review” devoted its pages to the topic with an energy anda 
zeal worthy success. ‘No subject,’ says this organ of public opinion; "so 
deeply or so constantly engrossed Sir Samuel Romilly’s regards as the severity 
of our erlinimal code. “He was the first person who broached the question fairly 
and gsystematically in parliament, and he shared the fate of all propounders of 
change in any institution ; he was derided by some, pitied by others, by nota iew 
execrated, by almost all regarded as the advocate of a desperate cause.” Upon 
Sir Samuel Romilly’s lamented death, the reform of the criminal law was taken 
up by Sir James Mackintosh with congenial feelings and great resources of learn. 
ing, philosophy, and eloquence, and a large experience derived from hig political 
station. Ali the friends of enlightened and humane legislation cheerfully rallied 
round so able a leader ; and he was of course vehemently opposed by the govern- 
ment of the country.” 

“The Bank hangings” still continue,” gays one authority, with a contemp- 

tuons tone, “that can only be palliated by the honesty of its opinions and the 
importance of iis cause.” “ The Bank prosteutionss says another, “are jn- 
creasing to a frightful extent. At the April ses-ions (1»20) there were more than 
forty persons under capital charges; and though only a fortnight has elapsed, 
the number at the present session is twenty.” 
« The circumstances of many of the cases were strongly represented, All that 
could interest the feelings was brought forward, untilaien who were Sentenced 
to be hung began to look upon themselves as victims, were carried by main force 
to the scaffold, yelling vain cries of murder from its fearful height, and de, 
Houncing ail connected with their doom. And yet the evil continued. Jurors 
again and again refused to convict Upon the clearest proof. ‘ Men were every 
Gay seen submitting to be plundered by forgers rather than prosecute; others 
Were observed to favour in all ways the eseape of the worst criminals, by sup- 
pressing evidence, and even by giving in verdicts of acquittal, when evidence was 
aidoced tha: sufliced to prove guiiliness.* 

Merchants and bankers announced that they would rather lose their entire 
fortunes than pour forth the life which it was not theirs to give. A general feel. 
mg pervaded the whole interest, that it would be better to peril a great wroug 
thay to sutfer an unavailing remorse. One petition against the penalty of death 
Was presented, which bore three names only; but those were an honourable 
Proof of che prevalent feeling. ‘he name of Nathan Meyer Rothschild was the 
ide “through whose hands,’ suid Mr. Smitb, on presenting the petition, 
aa more bills pass than through those of any twenty firms in London.”

It is worthy of notice that the class which was most interested in the subject, 
which suffered principally from the crime, and whose prejudices, therefore, were 
likely to be strong, by the memorable petition of the country bankers against 
capital punishment, proclaimed that they had no faith in the severity of the law 
to protect them. With nine hundred signatures to the peurons signatures of 
men who had an interest in the quesiion — signatures which were not rashly and 
iuconsiderately given, there was no reason for proceeding with the penalty on 
the ground of protection to these classes, Another remarkable fact was, that 
there was no application in favour of the punishment, and the one against it told 
the plain tale that the banking community considered the punishment of death 
increased forgery instead of diminishing it, f 

When the bill was introduced, it was found to be less merciful than was antici- 

ated ; and after a solemn and careful revision, clauses were introduced in the 
lower house, by which the capital penalty was abolished in all cases of import- 
ance, including notes. Sir Robert Peel left his Opponents to carry on the re- 
mainder of the bill, and the result was, that the good canre was delayed by the 
House of Peers rejecting it. But the question now in all men’s minds was not 
whether capital ouuishment for forgery would be abandoned, but when? In 
1832 it was settled ; and all cases were excluded, excepting only forgeries of wills 
and powers of attorney. But though the clause was maintained in the bill, no 
one supposed that the punishment would ever be inflicted ; and, in 1836, when 
the forgery of a power of attorney was discovered, the Bank humanely and judi- 
ciously declared an absence of all wish to see the criminal capitally punished ; 
and the cause of justice, humanity, and sound principles prevailed. 

A remarkable evidence of the inefticiency of these punishments arose from the 
execution of one William Weller for uttering forged bank notes. “ From the 
very room,” says the “ New Annual Register,” “ in which was placed the coftin 
with his corpse, and during its continuance in that room, some forged bank notes 
have been uttered by his confederates. ‘I'he conclusions are as obvious as irre- 
sistible. These facts demonstrate the total inefticacy of the punishment of death 
for the suppression of such crimes. In all future and approaching discussions 
they should not be forgotten. : i 

Such and so strong was the feeling against the punishment that, by the Edin- 
burgh reviewer's testimony, “* men suffered losses to a large amount, and repeat- 
edly, without complaining, because they knew that their complaint was the 
death-warrant, and might be such, of a fellow-creature. Others who could give 
evidence kept their lips sealed, for fear of being called upon as witnesses, sbould 
it be known that they possessed any criminal information.” 

But it was not only with the English fabricator that the Bank had to deal. 
Alluding to the question under consideration, Mr, Nicholls said, in the House of 
Commons, * Forgeries of the small notes had made alarming progress, and the 
practices of ous own government, against France and America, showed the im- 
possibility of resisting the effects of forgery, They had been encouraged by go- 
vernment ; and even our courts of justice had said that to depreciate the credit 
of an enemy by forging its paper money, was a moral act.” In 1820 a very extra- 
ordinary appeal was made to the French tribunals by aman named J. Castel, 
who was a merchant in Hamburgh, while the free city was in the hands of the 
French. He accused the general commanding there of employing him to get five 
thousand pounds worth of English Bank notes changed, which proved to be 
forged, and he was compelled, in consequence, to fly trom Hamburgh. He also 
asserted that Savary, Duke of Rovigo, and Desnouettes, were the fabricators, 
and that they employed persons to pass them in England, one of whom was seized 
by the London police, and hanged, 

If these things be true, and if our own government practised thus against 
America and France, and our courts of Jaw called them “ moral acts” — if thus a 
regular system of forgery was conducted Upon a great scale, and justified because 
it had great ends to gain, it is difficult to imagine with what degree of assurance 
that government could be gifted which hung a man for doing in a small, what 
they did themselves in an enlarged, degree.” But whether this was the truth or 
not, there is sufficient collateral evidence to arrive atthe conclusion, that the ap- 

eal made by J. Castel was founded on fact, During the last wild atte mpts of 

apoleon, when the armed league of the monarchies of Europe were crushing 
him with fatal effect, Kugene Beavharnuis, with his army, was compelled to re- 
treat from his Italian vice-royalty. Part of that retreat was throush the Austrian 
Tyrol, As they passed this mountainous region, forged notes of the Austrian 
Bank were sold by them for any sum that was offered, The small baskets of the 
country were filled and sold for a few crowns, or for any thing that the peasantry 
would offer; and there yet reside in Tyrol men who protited by the opportunity, 
who, taking advantage of the disturbed state of Europe, passed with their coun- 
terfeit notes to Hungary, where they purchased large droves of cattle, and other 
articles valuabie in thrir native country, to which they successfully brought the 
result of their deliberate trauds, The men are yet living; they are still pointed 
out by their contemporaries; and whatever shame may attach to them, a far 
deeper infamy, and a more enduring Cegradation, must rest upon that imperial 
head which contrived, abetted, and sanctioned the crime.
